La Crosse, April S.—With water en- 
tering basements in the wholesale dis-

thousands of dollars worth of mer- 
chandise is stored, Hooding railroad 
tracks, parks, washing out banks on 
the river front, and threatening

drive dozens of families from their 
homes in the Goose Green section of 
North La Crosse, the Mississippi river 
flood assumed an ominous aspect in 
this city today, when the high water 
passed the thirteen foot mark on the 
government guage. 
Water today entered the basement 
of thr. La Crosse Fur & Hide company 
where $15,000 worth of furs are stored, 
has reached the basement floor of the 
Farmers' Co-operative Market com- 
| pany, which is filled with thousands of 
dollars worth of seeds, and is within 
three inches ot flooding the huge ware- 
houses of the Sisson, Sellstad, Hough 
company. 


It is also . lapping at the basement 
doors of a number of other wholesale 
houses. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee- & St. Paul 
tracks on the levee leading to the 
manufacturing district south of Main 
street, are under eighteen inches of 
water today. The main tracks of all 
the railroads leading Into La Crosse 
from the north, and across the marsh 
into south La Crosse are almost level 
with the water, and the rails seem as 
though laid on the sufape of a great 
lake.

worked by prohibition. 
The results from a social and moral 
viewpoint may be seen from the state- 
ment of H. S. Albee, mayor of Port- 
land, which is as follows: ' 
Bortland under prohibition has un- 
dergone a great revolution. 
January, 1916, shows arrests of 91 
drunks and 210 vagrants as against 
526 drunks and 355 vagrants in Jan- 
uary, 1915.

Since Portugal Is Foe of Germany, At- 


tempt Will Be Made To Take 


Great German Colony In Africa. • 


[BY ASSOCIATED rilESS.l 


London, April 8.—The war between 
Germany and Portugal has 
centered 
attention on the 
struggle for Ger- 
many's last and greatest colony, Ger- 
man East Africa, now hemmed in on 
four sides—by Portugal's African col- 
ony on the South, the Belgian Congo 
on the West, Britain on the 
North 
and Southwest, and British ships along 
the East—with no communication be- 


, tween the Germany colony and 
the 
| home country. 
1 
This is the chief signiflcance of this 
new war, for there is no chance of a 
clash of Germany and Portugal in Eu- 
rope, with Germany, occupied in more 
important fields. And besides the 
stake of German East Africa, there is 
the larger stake of Africa itself, for 
these shifts of colonies are gradually 
determining the future of a whole con- 
tinent, second only to Asia, greater 
than North or South 
America 
and 
three times the size of Europe 


Togoland, the German garden spot 
m Africa, was the first to fall; then the 
Kemaruns; and then 
German 
West 
Africa. Each, was a promising colony 
but Togoland has been the only one 
that really paid for the immense effort 
of development. The losses of these 
colonies were trifling moves in the far 
more important game—the conquest of 
Africa as a continent—and the strug- 
gle for German East Africa is the last 
stage in this greater game. 
England and Prance 
are 
already 
strongly entrenched in Africa; Eng- 
land from Cape Colony northward and 
from Egypt southward; and France in 
her great African empire of the North- 
west—Algiers, Tunis and Morocco 
The vast French area .including Sa- 
hara, was at first derided, and 
Lord 
Salisbury referred to the French pos- 
sessions as the "second greatest in Af- 
rica—chiefly sand." But with the col- 
onizing of Algiers and much of the ad- 
jacent country, unknown riches have 
been developed and an African em- 
pire really worthy of the name 
has 
gradually developed. 
Seeing 
this, 
Italy has more recently gained a foot- 
hold in Tripoli, thus completing the 
European occupation of the Mediter- 
ranean 
fringe 
of Africa 
from 
the 


French on the west to the British in 
the east. Incidentally, too, this feniru- 
pean occupation of the Mediterranean 
fringe, gives a European circuit of the 
whole Mediterranean, with 
Britain 
posted at its two gateways, 
Gibraltar 
and Suez, and midway at Malta. 
East Africa, from 
Egypt 
in 
the 
north to Cape Colony in the south, has 
been the main field for British de- 
velopment. But all the time one great 
obstacle has lain across the path of 
this development: German East Afri- 
ca stretches like a wall right across 
the middle oil the Continent, a solid 
German political barrier between the 
English 
advance southward 
from 
Egypt and northward from the Cape. 
"Cairo to the Cape," has long been a 
dream of British statesmanship—a 
real connection between the rich Brit- 
ish possession in the north, from the 
Suez southward, and' the great British 
stretch from Cape Colony up through 
Rhodesia. 


But right in the middle of this chain 
Germany has held one link—German 
East Africa—and without this link the 
British chain was broken into two de- 
tached parts, each a small empire, but 
not altogether a vast British 
African 
.empire, like the French African em- 
.pire of the Northwest. That is what 
gives a meaning to Portugal's entrance 
in the war, as hastening the fate of 
German East Africa, the one link to 
tin; British chain from Egypt to the 
Cape. 


Already British development has 
reached down from the north and up 
,from the south, close to the edge of 
i.this last link. There is a travel route 
now, 
but not always on British terri- 
tory, for midway the 
chain 
breaks, 
and one must go either by the long 


i slender lakes, Tanganyika and Nyassa, 
;,or across the Belgian Congo on the 
!.west, or the great stretch of German 
! colony lying straight across 
eastern 


(Africa from the ocean to the central 
| lakes. Once this stretch passes to the 
Allies. Great Britain and the contin- 
ent of Africa will have her imperial 
domains pretty well established—Eng- 
land in the east from Egypt to Cape 
Colony; and France in the West from 
the Atlantic to the Nile; with spots of 
territory here and there—Italian Bel- 
gian, Portugese—but all Allied.

Cosmopolitan 
Port 
of 
France 
Is 


Greatly 
Changed 
Since 
Traffic 


Has Increased Through War. 


[BY ASSOCIATED I'ltESS.J 


Havre, April 8.—Havre has always 
been the most cosmopolitan port in 
France, but never before the 
war 
would you get three 
British 
helf- 
pence and a Belgian sou 
in 
eight 
cents' worth of small change. 
That 
triviality is symbolical of the Havre 
of today—only half French, 
three- 
eighths British- and an eighth Belgian 


• It is the influx of the British that 
has doubled the traffic to the ~Tt dur- 
ing the past nineteen months and 
congested the docks until scores of 
ships are at times seen lying for days 
together in the offing waiting for a 
spot to become vacant at the -uays. 
The quays themselves are piled with 
bales oJt cotton, giving to the port a 
resemblance to New Orleans. 


The cotton sheds, covering 20 acres 
of ground and fitted with 20 electric 
cranes, have become insufficient and 
the bales are rolled upon tbe quays 
everywhere that a ship from New 
Orleans happens to find a berth. 
The traffic of the port of Havre 
which amounted to 5,400,000 tons in 
1913 was less than half that of Rot- 
terdam and only a little more than a 
third to that of Antwerp and Ham- 
burg. The reasons for it were large- 
ly lack of docking facilities and the 
limited railroad communications with 
Paris and the center of France. Even 
before the war, ships were sometimes 
held up in the roads waiting their 
turn to dock, and a new basin called 
the "Tidal Basin" was1 planned and 
partly finished with the view to re- 
lieving congestion. 


The congestion of traffic now is not 
only a hindrance to commerce but a 
danger to navigation which greater 
vigilance on the part of the French 
navy against German submarines may 
obviate but which is ronsidered suf- 
flriently serious at the present time 
to justify honsideration of the tem- 
porary use of the uncompleted tidal 
baa an a refuge for vselles waiting 
their turn to dock. 


The 
town itself is far more ani- 
mated than in time of peace, and in 
cnavoidably getting rich from 
the 


rich expenditures of the British com- 
missary department and

vidual trade of officers and soldires.

NICARAGUA PEOPLE 


TO NAME PRESIDENT 


For About First Time People Given 


Right to Express Will in Selec- 


tion of President. 


[BT ASSOCIATED TRESS.] 


Managua, Nicaragua, April S. — The 
people of Nicaragua are to be given 
the right to express their will for the 
selection of n president. That 'will be 
a remarkable state of affairs for Nic- 
aragua where, for twenty years, dic- 
tatorship and revolution have inter- 
dicted and made such a condition im- 
posisble. .As the Secretary of State 
expressed it in an official letter when 
he dismissed the Nicaraguan Minister 
from the United iStates in 1909: "It is 
equally notorious 'that under the re- 
gime of President Zelaya, republican 
institutions have ceased to exist 
in 


Nicaragua except in name, that public 
opinion 
and the press 
have 
been 
strangled and that prisons have been 
the price ..of every demonstration of 
patriotism." 


President Diaz has just issued an an- 
nouncement through the press, and 
says he will make it official by a pro- 
clamation in the Official Gazette, that 


i!t has been the basis of my program 
ot government to restore in Nicaragua 
all the republican practices." 
To that 


end, 
he continues, the most important 
is the succcession of one-term 'presi- 
dents in ithe executive power, selected 
by popular will. 


As the presidential election -in Nica- 
ragua occurs October 1 next, and as 
.politics are warming and the parties 
are gathering themselves together, this 
announcement is most significant. The 
present generation (except the 'older 
people who were aitive before 1898) 
know nothing of a popular discussion 
or candidates for the presidency of 
a free registration of voters, or of 'anv 
expression of the popular wiil.
